Needle Biopsy : 


If, by ‘means of these various 
tests, the cxact type of disorder of 
the liver cannot be determined, it 
may be necessary to remove o small: 
bit of tissue from the liver for cx- 
amination under the microscope. 
can be obtalncd by 
what'is known as a needle biopsy, 
in which .a large needle is pushed 
through tho abdominal: wall into the 
liver so that some of the liver’tissue 
can, be carried out. This procedure 
should be done only in a hospital, 
and only when It js certain that the 
blood clots properly, since there Js 
alwayr danger of blecding in this’, . 
type of procedure. . : 

Tf the tlssue cannot be secured. 
satisfactorily. in this manner, it may - 
be necessary to open tho abdomen. 
surgically: to obtain the liver tlssuc 
for examination. 

Persons having symptoms of liver 
disorder should consult their physi- 
clan promptly, so that the necessary 
tests mny be carried out to deter-+ 
mino what disorder is present. In 
middle-aged and older persons such 
tests should be made once or twice 
a.year, even if no symptoms. are

Plans are under way to re- 
construct the military ceme- 
teries In the Far East so that 
the 33,600 men and women 


who died in battle may ba more 
nobly buried, with fitting grave- 


stones in well-planned and 
well-laid plots. 


Mr Colln Sinclair Oakes, principal 


architect for {he Far Eastern divi- 
sion of, ihe Imperial. War Graves 
Commission, stated Inst night that 


it might’take two years or‘ more to 
rebuild our cemeteries but they will 
be.done og soon as plans already 


sent Home are opproved. 


Hongkong is the last stage of his 
Far Eastern tour, He has already 
visited many war cemeterics, from 
Calcutla to Imphal, Rangoon, ‘Man- 
dalay, Bangkok, Penang and other 
smaller places ‘near seenes cf 
batiles, as well as Thambuzat, which 
was the Burmese end of the “Death 
Railway.” ‘ .
